project, 

Tipping the balance were savings 
it is estimated can come from in- 
stallation of air heat exchangers 
(heat regenerators) in the gym-

Sound familiar? It echos the sentiments of citizens who 


have complained to the TOWNSMAN 


in recent weeks that 


offers little more comfort and beauty for the 
pedestrian than a torrid dessert 


. . . that the town is 


pursuing a reckless policy of chopping trees without re- 


gard for future generations. 
It is a lament that dates to 1890, 


and the exerpt from a 


TOWNSMAN of that year proves that shade trees have been 
missing from much of Andover’s business district for a lot 
longer than present day townspeople realize. 

Some digging into the tree story has convinced us that 
the town is giving more time and expert attention to trees 
than it ever did in the good old days — $52,000 worth for 


this year alone. Unfortunately, 


a healthy percentage of 


this budget must go to fight Dutch Elm disease. In spite 
of this, Tree Dept. statistics show that we are planting 
trees faster than we are removing them. 

If there must be budgetary limits on plantings, we 
agree with the logic of concentrating the action first in 


residential neighborhoods. 


But we are, just the same, campaigning for a Greener 
Downtown, something the manager and tree superintendent 


have 


had under discussion for some time. 


We accept the fact that it is easier to talk about more 
trees than it is to plant them along sidewalks overhung 
with power and telephone lines and undermined by a tangle 
of water and sewerage and gas pipes. Nevertheless, we 


are for getting on with it. 


If money is a handicap, then what about some community 
action ? The citizens of 1890 complained that the wealthy 
men of the town had not seen fit to “provide a place where 
fresh air, shady trees, and beautiful grounds might be one 
of Andover’s attractions.” Today’s citizens expect the 
government to keep Andover green. It is a proper municipal 


function, up to a 


point, but there is nothing to prevent the 


towns nature lovers from putting some greenbacks behind 
a project to accelerate the planting pace. 

Why not get the Chamber of Commerce and the Scouts 
and the garden clubs and the conservationists et al in- 
volved in a campaign to make Andover greener and keep it 
that way, both publicly and privately? Apparently there 
are residents who could benefit from a conservation brain- 
washing. They are far guiltier than the town of cutting 
trees without replacing them — some will even hack one 
out (or urge the town to do it for them) to eliminate leaf 


raking chores! 


It is this, or a vote of more money at Town Meeting. 
Meanwhile we owe Phil Busby and his crew bouquets 


instead of brickbats. 


You don’t have to go very far away 


from Andover to realize how much greener things are on 


this side of the fence.
